2. In the Response to Restriction Requirement, filed 11/05/03, 
Applicant elected Group III with traverse. Applicant also elected the 
species CMV as the accessory molecule,, the species HLA-I as the single 
HLA molecule, and E495 as the T-cell specific epitope. The response is 
considered to be non-responsive for the following reasons. First, CMV 
is not a molecule, it is a virus. The specification defines accessory 
molecules to include the molecules set forth in Claim 14. Second, 
HLA-I is not a specific HLA molecule; HLA-I is a class of HLA 
molecules. Specific HLA molecules include molecules such as HLA A2 . 1 . 
Third, it is unclear which SEQ ID NO: (representing a T-cell specific 
epitope) encodes E495.
